T apprehend, it would be difficult to give a good Rea- 
fon in this Cafe, why one Part fhould futfer rather 
than the other, where al! have an equal Right to that 


Mode of Worfhip which their Judgment approves, - 


provided it tends not todeftroy the Civil Happinefs of 
Society. Ifthe Accident, of fuperior Number fhould 
be urged in favour of the Majority, as giving them a 
Right to fuperior Civil Advantages ; this, it muit be 
owned, will be a good Rezfon at all Times, if at any 
Time, and plead as firongly and as juitly for the fame 
Ufage towards their Opinion in a Reverfe of For- 
tune. 

BuT it isnot my prefent Purpofe fo much to give my 
own Reafonings on thefe Points, as to examine, How 
far the contending Parties among us ave united in their 
Sentiments; and whether any poflible Medium can be 
difcovered, by which their various Judgments may be 
confolidated, and brought to a perfect Harmony ; any 
Rule, which being agreed to by both, may be capable 
of giving a clear and full Determination to thofe Mat- 
ters that are ftill in Debate. 

To this I proceed ; which naturally leads me to take 
notice of the Occafonal Writer, as one of the chief 
Champions againft the Diffenters. 

Tre Points or Dottrines in which he concurs with 
the Diffenters, are as follow. 


* « Tuat the Right of private Judgment is unali- 
enable 


‘ Twat all Mankind are bound, by a fronger Law 
* than any Society can enact, to pay that Worfhip to 
‘ Almighty God which is moft acceptable ; and of this 
‘ every Man muft jadge for himéelf. 

‘ Tuat, by Confequence, as every Man is at Li- 
‘ berty to choofe his own Religion ; fo the Magiftrate 
* muft be at Liberty to choofe for himlfef alfo, and to 
‘ eftablifh fuch a Form of Worthip as he fhall think 
* beft, fo that it does not éntrench upon the Freedom 
‘ of other Mens Confciences.’ 

‘ Tuat neverthelefs Magiftrates may be, and fome 
‘ have, been greatly miftaken in the Laws and Regula- 
‘ tions made‘upon this Account. 

‘ Tuar the Source of thefe Mifchiefs has proceeded 

not from the publick Appointment of Religious 

Worthip and Inftruction ; but from not allowing a 

Toleration to thofe of different Sentiments, and giving 
_Permiffion. to reprefeat, in a decent Manner, their 

Exceptions to eftablifhed Principles, or the Damages 

that accrue from particular Appointments. 

« Tuat this Liberty fhould be allowed, and thofe 

who are entrufted with the publick Safety, whofe 

Strength and Glory depend upon the publick Hap- 

pinefs, thould hearken to Reafon, yield to the Force 

of Truth, and eftablifh fuch a Plan as is moft juft and 

beneficial 


‘ Tuat if any advantageous Changes can be made 
in particular Circumftances of our Conftitution, fuch 
as will at the fame time more than balance the Incon- 
veriiencies that attend Alterations of this Kind, thefe 
Amendments fhould be and effected. 

¢ Tuat the Sentiments which any Man has firmly 

imbib’d in his own Mind, as juft and right, are the 
« nataral Rules of his Aétions.’ 

Tue Friends of Liberty will agree likewife with the 
Occafienal Writer, that when the Difenters formerly 
were in Power, they perfecuted like thofe that went 
before them ; that fuch perfecuting Diflenters are to 
be given up; that Perfecutors of all Denominations are 
to be given up, fuch a Conduct for ever to be con- 
demn'd, and by no Means to be confider’d, as an Ex- 
ample fit for any Set of Men to imitate.

who profefs to male the Happinefs of the Community 
the End of their Labours, and the Guide of their In- 

ulries. 

. Tne whole Debate before us feems to be an Appeal 
to natural Juftice ; let it therefore be conduded, both 
in Manner and Subftance, agreeable to the Fundamental 
Rule laid down by the Supreme Lawgiver of Chritiians :

Date, affwd littl Material that is frefp. 


They write from Vienna, that the French Minifter 
M. de l’Eftang, often hunts with the Emperor ; that 
the Courier he fent to France fome Weeks ago, return’d 
thither on the 12th, and that the Meflenger who was 
difpatch’d from the Imperial Court to Holland with 
the Preliminary Articles, was alfo expected back every 
Minute, upon whofe Return, ‘tis affirm'd, that the 
Emperor will declare who fhall be his Plenipotentiaries 
at the Congrefs. In the mean time, the following 
Gentlemen have the Honour to be nominated by the 
Publick, viz. the Prince Wenceflaus of Lichtenfein 
for firft Plenipo, the Count d’Uhlefeld for the Second, 
and the Count de Hartig for the Third. ——=— The 
Report continues, not only that the Emperor has de- 
clared the Marriage of the Archdutchefs Mary Therefa 
with the Duke ot Lorrain; but that about‘New Year’s 
Tide he will fix the Day for the Ceremony. Mean 
time other Apartments are fitting up for the Archdutchefs 
Mary Magdalen, thofe which the occupies at the Im- 
perial Palace, being defign’d for the new-married 
Couple. We are now told, that the Count de 
Schlick, who was faid to be gone with a Commiffion 
to the Court of France, is at Silefia, where he ftays to 
fetsle the Free Gift which the Emperor has caufed to 
be demanded of the States of that Principality. ~—.

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There's Advice that Prince Auguflus George of Baden- 
¢Badden, Miéor General of the j roops of the Circle of 
Swabia, is married at Newhaus in Bohemia, to the 
Princefs Maria Victoria of Aremberg; Pldeit Daughter 
to the Duke. -—~ They write dromi Metz; that the 
Princefs Charlotte Atnelia, Dowager and Regent of 
Nafiau Saarbruck, and by Birth, Princefs of Naflau- 

, —was-lately therewith er Son Prince 
Henry Wiliam of Naflau, her Daughter the Princeis 
Frances Dorothy,\and ‘a. numerous Ketinue, and that 
fhe was received with gratbCeremony.and exisaordinary 
Narks of Diftincétion by the Count de Belleifle, Go- 
vernor of the Three Bifhopricks, and the Bifhop and 
» Magiitrates of Metz. ———~ The Letters add, that the 
Spanith “Agent the Abbe de Piombelli, who is {aid to 

be vefted with a Commiffién from King Philip for fome 
Negouation, is often in Conference with the Imperial 
Minillers': ‘And according to the Tenor of feyeral 
Letters both from France and Spain, his Catholick 
Majetty feems very inclineable towards an Accommoda- 
ion, 

According to Advices from Conftantinople, the Af- 
fairs of the Porte are in a very fluétuating Condition + 
one while Things feem to tend towards an Accommo- 
dation with Perfia; and at other Times as if fome ln- 
terprize was to be formed in Aid and Affiftance of the 
'‘Tartats. ‘This Uncertainty is afcribed to the Intrigues 
in the Seraglio, where the Sultanefs Mother has fuch 
ar “Afcefdant as influences al! the Refolutions of the 
Divan. But, after all, “tis believed, that an Accom- 
modation will be made with Perfia at any Rate, even 

 ¢ho’ the Sacrifice of the Places conquered from that 

Kirigdom, fhould be the Purchafe of the Peace. The 

new Grand Vizier (who is a Man of great Knowledge 
and Experience, Integrity, Forecait, and of Severity 
too when "tis neceflary, as appears by his ftrangling 
the Heads of the Faction that would have ftirred up the 
People to a Rebellion) feems inclineable alfo to put an 
End to the War with Perfia; and ’tis believed that he 
will a@tually accomplifh it, the Difficulties that all 
along retarded a Peace, being removed ; for the Per- 
fians are now become Mafters of Geargia, the Country 
of which before they demanded Reititution; befides, 
_ this Grand Vizier was always for reftoring it to them, 
and when he was no more than a Serafquier, he treated 
- with Kouli Kan to give it up tohim. But the Doctors 
of the Law oppofed it at that ‘Time, pretending, that 
the Porte could not, in Confcience, give back a Pro- 
vince which was actually in their Power. Mean time, 
tho’ this Difficulty is vanifhed, two others are now 
ftarted by the Demand of the Perfian General, that the 
Porte fhou!d reimburfe all the Expences of the War; 
and that they fhould own the Czarina for Guarrantee 
of the Peace. 

The Hopes of King Auguftus’s fpeedy Return into 
Saxony, are deftroyed by the lait Letters from Warlaw, 
which fay, that he has refolved to ftay in Poland till 
after the next Extraordinary Dyet; and that he has 
been principally perfwaded to this by the Reprefenta- 
tions of the Primate and feveral Grandees, who have 
convinced him of the Danger that may attend his Ab- 
fence ata Junéture, when the ill Succefs of the laft 
Dyet, and the Difcord among the Deputies, render it 
to befufpe&ed, that the Peace, which begins to be re- 
eftablifhed in the Kingdom, will be interrupted by 
thole of turbulent Spirits. 

They write from Holland, that the Governefs of the 
Aufirian Netherlands has prohibited the Exportation of 
Hemp or Flax, whether drefied or undrefled, upon the 
Penalty of 100 Florins. —— On the 23d the Prince 
and Princefs of Orange fet out from the Hague for 
Friefland. 

Briftel Dec. 20. We have an extraordinary Inftance 
of Generofity of a Captain of a Ship belongihg to 
this Port; but as oppofite an [nflance of [ngratitude 
by the Receivers of fo fignal. a Piece of Chriftian Civility 
aod Humanity : It is with Refpect to Captain Hare, 
Commander of the Charming Molly, bound frem Ca- 
rolina hither, where he arrived laft Thuriday. In his 
Paflage he fortunately met with a large French Ship, in 
the utmoft Diitrefs, with 50 Souls on board, jut upon 
the Minute of finking, who in the moft pitious Man- 
ner begged for Gods Sake the Afiiitance of Captain 
Hare to fave their Lives; the Captain compaflionately 
commiflerated their Cafe, and immediately order’d his 
Boat to be hoilted out for their Relief, which at feveral 
‘Trips fetch’d them all fafe on board: But mind ; two 
Days after, they had forgot fo happy a Deliverance, 
and in the moft unthoughtful Manner impudently 
affam'd and rended from Capt. Hare his Command of 
that Veflel which had fav'd their Lives, and navigated 
her for St. Martin's, their defigned Port in France ; 
but Providence was not fo favourable to their ungrateful 
Intention, they meeting with heavy Rains and hard 
Gales of Wind, and tho’ they had made that very 
Port, could nor get in, being obliged to bear away, 


after manifeft Hazard of a fecond Danger ; but pre- 
ferv'd from that Misfortune they fo mych deferv'd, and 
fteer’d their Couffe far St. Sebaftian’s, in the Principality 
oF Biicay, at the Month of the River Gurvinco, where 
is a fine Harbour afd two Caftles belonging to Spain: 
Upon their Arrival, the Magiftrates were fo feniibly 
touch’d with the Relation of Capt. Hare and his Sailors, 


_and-the-Perfidioufnefs of the French, that they fecur'd 


a handfome Sum of Dollars, which they-had.depofited 
in Capt. Hare’s Cuftody, left they thould rob him, in 
order tomake-him fome Rettitution for their treacherous 
Ufage, and Difappointment of his Voyage, and other 
Damage received by their cutting his Cables, and doing 
him other Mifchief.
